Subject! Lists of my newspaper files 

Gary has asked for a copy of these lists, so I have made copies for all 
of you at the same time. If they are not enclosed they have been sent 
separately, th±4d class. 

They cover the Times -Pi cayune for 3£ July 25, 1969 through February 1971 
(daily only since feb. 1970) and the S.F. Chronicle since August 1969 (I didn't 
get a subscription until Nov. 1970, so the coverage is not necessarily complete). 

I have not actually 'clipped* the indicated articles,* I tore out and saved 
the entire page. This makes storage easier and saves a. lot of time that would 
be required for clipping. However, this mesas that any Xeroxing has to be done 
by me personally, at a self-ssrvace machine. This involves some hassle and 
increased copying costs (L^/page). So, the situation here is unlike that with 
CD's - it is generally easier for me to provide further information about a 
particular item than tc make a copy. . As you know, the T-P headline writers are 
particularly had. With a few exceptions, I have just transcribed the headline 
with no further explanation. For some months I used " * " to denote articles of 
more than routine interest. 

My general rule for selecting articles to be saved is that since I have 
already paid for the paper I might as well keep anything that might be of any 
use at all. This includes, for example, various CIA and F3I related matters, 
Carlos Marcello, the Louisiana Mafia Probe, New Orleans politics, the MCC, the 
ITM, International House, and much more. So, if any item has no apparent 
connection with the assassination or its investigation, do not assume that I 
have seen some subtle connection, 

I will try to keep you up to date on a monthly or bi-monthly basis. Do 
you know of anyone else who might want these lists, or who would be willing to 
take over their maintenance?
